"C'EST LA GUERRE! On December 7, 1941, the United States entered a shooting 
war. National defense has become the order of the daye Various campaigns 
are now under way to gather materials heretofore thought of as waste and 
reclaim them for further use. Attics are being cleaned out in the name of 
patriotism and for lessening fire hazards, but in so doing there is great 
danger that much valuable historical material will find its way to the 

paper mills. 


There are, no doubt, forgotten records of both great and little people in 
many a storeroom, and these should be preserved. It does not take a 
prominent name to make a document valuable for historians. History is 

made up not only of the Washingtons and Lincolns, but also of the Smiths 
and Joneses. Personal correspondence, diaries, business records, pictures, 
such other papers that might be found, should be placed in some depository, 
such as the Burton Historical Collection or Wayne University, where they 
will be preserved and made available for use. 


In our zeal and enthusiasm to help win the war we must not lose sight of 
the fact that when victory is achieved we will again pick up the threads 
of normal living. History will continue to be written, for through a 
knowledge of our past we have faith in our future. Before destroying old 
papers, therefore, make sure there is nothing of unique historical valuc 
in them,"

The foregoing item is reprinted by permission from the NEWS LETTER of the 
Detroit Council on Local History for February, 1942. In a note from the 
Editor, Professor Joe L. Norris, of Wayne University, he adds the following 
comment. “It is unfortunate that under the stress of war so much 
historical matcrial should be lost. I noticed a recent order of the State 
Administrative Board for the destruction of "hundreds of tons" of old 
records. These ore to be sold for the benefit of the waste paper campaign. 
We at Wayne are now attempting to salvage this material." 


The Detroit Society for Gencalogical Research is a member of the Detroit 
Council on Iocal History. As such we, too, are interested in any effort 

to save valuable records. As rescarchers in family history we know what 

it means to be baffled by the loss of even one small record. The Editors 
of this Magazine feel that the message of Professor Norris should be spread 
to all members of the Society. Each one of us can become o committee of 
one to try to save some valuable record. If there are any doubts as to th 
value of any material found, the staff of the Burton Historical Collection 
of the Detroit Public Library stands rcady to appraiso it for you and to 
become the depository for its safe keeping should you wish to part with it. 


And remember - DON'T THROW IT AWAY - as waste paper, until you 
is nothing but waste paper. Help save all historical material.

0OZ2 Dr. John Ale»xck remained in England when his father 
first came to America in 1630, but accompanied him to Boston > a subscquent 
voyage. He was graduated from Harvard 1646; taught school at Hartford, Conn. 
1647+1648, doubtless under the influence of his mother's brother, the Rev. Thos. 
Hooker, who was scttled there; freoman, Nov. 12, 1652; established himself as a 
physician at Roxbury, but later removed to Boston, prior to 1657. Several of 
his children were born there, but were oll baptized at Roxbury. He was employ- 
ed in public service to locate grants of land; for this he was granted 1000 
acres of land, later included in the town of Merlborough and called "The Farm". 
On Boston Neck at Dorchester, on Assabot River in Stow, and the cstate known as 
the "William's Place" in Scituate near the harbor; he owned other grants of ° 
land. He was identified with the settlement cf Block Islond, R. I., and the 
conference for its purchase was held at his house August 17, 1660. He was cone 
of the proprietors and went t» the Island upon its settlement, but returned to 
Boston, where he diod Mar. 27, 1667, five years later. His estate at the 
Island was distributed among his children in 1677. The “riginal purchase price 
of the Island was IA00, several times that of Manhattan Island. HZ2 Simon Ray 
provided the hull for the barque used t> transport families and stock to the 
Island, John Alcock, and two others, the sails and rigging. HZ2, Simon Ray, é 
also built a shallop becouse there was no harbor. They were completed near the 
end of 1660 and the intrepid sottlers sailed from Taunton Apr. 1661. Among the 
members of the Roxbury church June 30, 1650 is listed "Mr, John Alcock, physi- 
cian", The list of Mey 12, 1650 records "Mrs. Sarah Alcock, wife of Mr. John 
Aleock". Elscwhere in the church records notice is made 7f the deaths of both 
Dr. and Mrs. Alcock as follows: "27th 9 m. 1665 Mrs, Sarah Alcock dyed, a 
vertuous woman, of unstained life, very skilful in physick, an chirurgery, ex- 
ceeding active yea unwoaried in ministering t> yo neccssitics of sthors. Her 
works praise her in ye gates." "27th, 2 m. 67" (1667) "Mr. John Alesck Physi- 
cian dyed. His liver was dryed up and become schirrous." He dyed at Boston 

on ye 27th day but brought home and buricd on ye 29th day aged 40." Dr. Al- 
cock's will signed May 10, 1666 is influenced in its expression by his pro- 
fession: " + being helpful as God Enabled t> othcrs & knowing the decree is 
Certeine that He only is the great end mnly phisition, in whose hands my times 
aro," - "I give my dear wives Apparcll & what did belong to her & was in her 
Custody to my deughters & children as she Gave it, as I was informed by nurse 
Clarke whose testimony I cllow & take to be sufficicnt for yt end. I bequeath 
all my cstate in houses, lends, plate goods, debts, catle, horses, mares & 
other estate whatsoever in & out of this Jurisdiction to my 8 children" - "my 
cldest tc have double portion & the Rest part and part alike; only as my wife 
desired so I doe bequeath my farme at Assnbath River of 1000 acres wth the . 
stock & uttensills - to three daughters Anna Sareh & Mary as their portions."

James McCullough, whose death occurred in this city (New 
age of seventy-scvon ycars, on Sunday, the 20th instant, was born : I 
was closcly identificd with its growth. His father having died when he was 2 boy, 
his mother removed with him to Lansingburgh, in this state, where when he grew old 
enough, he learned the brushmeker's trade. His active temperament not permitting 
him to remain in Lansingburgh, he came while a young man to New York, end as he 
journeyed by the Hudson River three wecks were occupied in making tho trip. Upon 
the same river in latcr years he placed the steam-boat Alida, famous in her day for 
speed, and afterward the Francis Skiddy, the first steam-bost carrying four boilers, 
and known as "the floating palace". For thirty years he was engaged in manufacturing 
shot in the old tower on East River just below Blockwell's Island, erecting for his 
office and warehouse No. 159 Front strcct, where also for many years the great tee 
auctins were held. He built the first iron and brick shot towcr, which still stands 
as a landmark in Centre strect. 

During the Polk Presidentiel campaign he took on active part in politics 
as a member of the Democratic party, with which he acted till cfter the outbreak of 
the Rebellion. Espousing the Union couse with great zeal, he then became a Republi- 
can. He was tho first manufacturer to offer his service in making buckshot and 
bullets for the government, having ot that time extensive works on Staten Island. 





Mr. McCullough was ao man of cxtrome modesty ond great benevolence. As he moved 
through lifo his helping hand reached 211 about him, making no sign by which it could 
be recognised, except by the reccivcr of his nssistrnce. About two years ago, after 
the death of his wife Alida, his lifclong companion, he retired from ective business 
and he had since lived smong his children,
